Presently the Color Guard uses nearly 60 members with 20 Sophomores being selected each Sept. Sophomore members use 
special swing flags and move on to the regular size flags as juniors. When they become seniors they take up the National Colors 
the sabers and the rifles in addition to positions of leadership as Color Guard Captain and Drum Majors.

According To Plan 


Fixing The Puffers 

Millions of non-smokers have long suffered abuse 
and discomfort at the hands of tobacco addicts pollut¬ 
ing rooms and enclosed areas with stale smoke every¬ 
one is forced to breathe. 

Now that it’s medical fact that such pollution is 
harmful to the lungs and general health, more and more 
cities and states have moved to protect the rights of 
non-smokers. 

Minnesota has done perhaps the best job of all the 
states. The law there-called the Clean Indoor Air Act 
—requires that practically every public facility be free 
from tobacco smoke. Areas can be set aside for addicts. 
But if there isn’t room or this isn’t done smoking is 
prohibited. 

The Minnesota law-thought by backers to be a new 
social movement rather than merely a law—is one other 
states should duplicate. Twenty now have clean air 
laws to restrict pollution, but many are less effective 
than Minnesota’s. 

In some countries—Sweden is an example—the gov¬ 
ernment is moving toward even more restrictive meas¬ 
ures than U.S. states. The goal is to eliminate all ci¬ 
garette smoking entirely. 

Until that is done—and some day people will look 
back on the fashion of sucking burning cigarette smoke 
into their lungs as ignorant abuse of the body—the least 
states should do is protect the health of those who don’t 
inhale tobacco smoke by addiction. 

Federal agencies should long ago have banned smok¬ 
ing—except in limited areas—on buses, trains, aircraft 
(present C.A.B. rules are a farce), etc. 

Poor Voters 

in comparison with other advanced democracies, 
voter participation in this country is poor. In the last 
(1972) presidential election only about 55 per cent of 
Americans of voting age took the time to vote. 

And 1972 was no exception to the rule; it was, 
a rather typical election year. Interestingly, re¬ 
cords indicate,when new candidates aremakinga pres¬ 
idential race, voters tend to be skeptical and stay 
away from the polls. 

After a four-year term which seems successful, vot¬ 
ers turn out in greater percentages. Likewise, records 
indicate an incumbent chief executive enjoys a decid¬ 
ed advantage in election years. If the nation is pros¬ 
perous and at peace voters tend to return the Presi¬ 
dent in office. 

These statistical facts are accepted by Democrats 
and Republicans; they are more disturbing to Demo¬ 
crats, who have a new candidate and are likely to be 
facing an incumbent President in November. The poor 
U.S. voting record, in fact, is one of themajor reasons 
polls and other election projections cannot be totally 
relied upon. 

Another reason is that candidates can win in the de¬ 
cisive electoral college with fewer votes than an op¬ 
ponent. No one, then, can take victory for granted in 
1976.

Quinn has been walking the 
streets of Agawam in a door- 
to-door campaign to meet 
with as many voters of 
Agawam as possible. To date, 
the reception has been very 
encouraging. “The people of 
Agawam seem to be saying 
that they do want a new open 
approach to government” 
Quinn noted, “and I can and 
will offer such an approach.” 
We need more and better 
communication between the 
citizens and their represen¬ 
tatives on all levels of 
government, if government is 
once again to have the 
respect and support of the 
public.” This communication 
must be continuous and not 
merely at election time as 
has so long been the case in 
politics. On this point, Quinn 
stressed once again that 
when elected, he will hold of¬ 
fice hours in Agawam to 
enable the people of Agawam 
to discuss with him any 
matters relevant to the town 
and to his position as State 
Representative that they 
desire to. 

As Quinn’s campaign gains 
mementum, more and more 
people of Agawam are 
becoming actively involved.

While the new merit 
rating system will certainly 
be a step forward and is thus 
a most welcomed and ad¬ 
mirable reform,” Quinn 
noted that other parts of the 
package are not as effective 
as they might have been. To 
prevent higher insurance 
premiums in the future, the 
package should have ad¬ 
dressed itself more to the 
auto theft problem; a major 
contributor to high 
premiums, as well as to the 
high cost of repairs charged 
by auto body shops. 

Another question Quinn 
raised was in the area of sur¬ 
charges. Criticizing the im¬ 
mediate surcharges for 
speeding violations under the 
new lawa as potentially un¬ 
fair to the average driver, 
Quinn said that drivers who 
exceed the limit by 5 m.p.h. 
may have to pay the same 
surcharge as those who ex¬ 
ceed the speed limit by 30 
m.p.h. 

Finally Quinn questions the 
new competitive rating 
system saying that the public 
must not be mislead into 
thinking that their auto in¬ 
surance rates will be 
lowered. “The public should 
be informed that even with 
competitive rates, the best 
we can hope for is that the 
rate will be stablilized, not 
reduced,” he said. “The auto 
insurance companies must 
compete aggressively and 
sincerely for the consumer to 
benefit at all.” 

Quinn stressed that the 
Legislature acted on auto in- 
. surance reform only when 
• the insurance companies 
. threatened to pull out of the 
, state or charge even higher 
i rates. “The resulting legisla- 
, tion, which was passed under 
; pressure and during a crisis, 
is this, not all that it might 
i have been.” “Let us hope 
; that in the future, we have 
> more legislators with the 
. foresight to initiate reform 
’ before a major crisis 
i develops.”

uomplete Merger 

As of July 16, the area’s two remaining independent banks, 
Western Bank and Trust Company of West Springfield 
(WESTBANK) and The Park National Bank of Holyoke, have 
been consolidated into a new facility known as the Park West 
Bank and Trust Company, with headquarters remaining at 
WESTBANK’s present 11 Central St., West Springfield, loca¬ 
tion. 

; The merger action, by unanimous vote of the directors of 
both institutions, called for the exchange of 14 shares of 
Western Bank and Trust Company for each share of the Park 
National Bank. WESTBANK had 106,260 shares of stock out¬ 
standing while Park National had 4,000 shares. 

William A. Franks, Jr.’, president of Park West Bank and 
Trust Company, stated that through the two former banks 
have now joined forces and pooled their assets, WESTBANK 
will continue to be “ ... a hometown independent bank — but 
will be able to provide even fuller banking services to its 
customers and the communities it serves.” 

The merger of the 84-year-old Park National Bank into the 
14-year-old WESTBANK has created a banking facility with 
assets in excess of $40 million and with offices in the com¬ 
munities of West Springfield, Holyoke, and Agawam. As of 
June 30, 1976 WESTBANK’s assets were $28,301,629; Park 
National’s were $11,736,202. 

All offices will remain in their present locations. In addi¬ 
tion to the headquarters at 11 Central Street in West 
Springfield, Park West Bank and Trust Company will also 


have offices at 1000 Riverdale St. and 1440 Westfield St. in 
West Springfield; 1340 Springfield St., Feeding Hills; and at 
378 High St. and 416 Main St., Holyoke. No changes in per¬ 
sonnel are contemplated. 

The merger, interstingly, will join a fairly young and 
robust institution, WESTBANK — responsible for many area 
banking ‘firsts’ and whose deposits and earnings have shown 
record growth since its founding in 1962 — with a venerable 
Holyoke banking house, Park National, established by Edwin 
L. Munn in 1892 and headed by members of his family in most 
of the years since.

SUMMER ENRICHMENT PROGRAM 


Science 

During the month of July for a period of four weeks, an an¬ 
nual science enrichment program was presented. Twenty- 
three students in grades 7 through 12 were enrolled in the 
program which was taught by Agawam High School physics 
teacher Arthur Gage. 

The focus of the program this year was on science and in¬ 
dustry. The major attraction was several field trios to in¬ 
dustrial orgnizations including the following: Monsanto; 
Mercy Hospital; Pratt & Whitney: Digital Corp.; Friendly 
Ice Cream; Breck, Inc.; Hamilton Standard; and Strathmore 
Paper. The purpose of the field trips was to show practical 
application of sciences such as biology, chemistry, and 
physics which are taught at the high school. 

Remedial Reading 

Over eight elementary students participated in the 
summer remedial reading and enrichment program held at 
the Agawam Junior High School. After pre-testing the 
children, the reading skills diagnosed as needed were taught 
through the use of filmstrips, listening centers, learning 
games, and formal lessons. Because of the number of 
teachers (6 American International College students and 4 
local teachers), much individualization was also done. Skills 
taught, were vocabulary development, phonics, word 
analysis, and the comprehension skills. The program was 
concluded with a trip to the Grand Game Farm in Suffield, 
Connecticut. 

Industrial Arts 

The summer woodworking program at the Agawam Junior 
High School included many phases of cabinet and furniture 
making. Fifteen students participated in the course that ran 
from July 5th through the first week of August. Each student 
worked at his own level of basic skills. Projects included 
clocks, small cabinets and coffee tables. 

Music 

The summer instrumental program involved thirty 
students in the beginning instrumental lessons. These lessons 
afforded students the opportunity to participate in instrumen¬ 
tal lessons in a continuous learning cycle. This program in¬ 
corporated an ideal teaching environment emphasizing small 
group instruction, individualization, and the daily lesson 
routine which has continuity and carry-over.

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CAREER INFORMATION CENTER 
DIGNITY IN THE WORLD OF WORK 


A sincere effort to give students a new and realistic look at 
careers will be launched this school year. This Career Infor¬ 
mation Center (CIC) is a result of a proposal that was sub¬ 
mitted to the State Education Department. The Division of 
Occupational Education has granted the Agawam Public 
School system $19,695. to implement the project. 

The goal of the project is to provide secondary students 
with direct useful resources and the means to access these 
resources in order to meet the following objectives: 

1. Broaden the student’s knowledge of the scope and oppor¬ 
tunities in the world of work so that they can make informed 
decisions about their futures. 

2. To provide an opportunity for the students to sample and 
be assessed on tasks associated with selected occupational 
fields, so they can make reliable occupational training 
program choices. 

3. To recycle as many students as possible into existing in¬ 
school occupational education programs. 

4. To place those students who do not wish to enter in¬ 
school or external programs or cannot succeed in these, into 
on-the-job training programs compatible with their needs. 

Students who use the Career Information Center will, upon 
entering the center, be given a quick orientation to the pro¬ 
ject and to the activities they will be participating in. The 
first step after the orientation will be an assessment of his 
academic aptitudes in reading, language skills and 
mathematics. After assessing these skills the student will 
continue with the activities of the Career Information Center 
and the first step which is the orientation to the world-of- 
work. Here the student will be taken through a broad spec¬ 
trum of experiences for the purpose of broadening the 
student’s knowledge of the kinds of job opportunities that are 
available in the employment market. The student willlalso 
review some brief descriptions of the amenities associated 
with occupations. 

Next, the student will be taken through a planned series of 
hands-on work samples and his aptitudes are assessed. This 
will give him and the center a structured appraisal of his ap¬ 
titude field. 

In addition to work sampling, the student will participate in 
a series of exercises which will broaden his perception of 
work by enabling him to identify and judge his relationship to 
it more accurately. This process will provide the simulations 
necessary for learning the utilization of numerous career 
decision-making factors in making sound occupational 
choices. The culminating activity of this process draws 
together all of the self-knowledge and work-knowledge ac¬ 
quired to demonstrate the utilization of this knowledge to 
make valid and effective career decisions. 

In summary, the process is a vehicle for teaching the 
elements associated with career decision-making, for 
promoting self-analysis, for increasing student motivation 
and for developing a method of utilizing this information to 
make sound decisions. 

To make CIC operational, a vocational evaluation system 
will be installed in the Agawam Junior High School. This 
system is comprised of ten or more work stations, each of 
which is related directly to a potential occupational area. 
Each is self contained, equipped with tools and supplies suf¬ 
ficient to complete the work sample and includes rating and 
performance forms for use by the teacher and student. Some 
examples of the type of hands-on activity stations are: elec¬ 
tronic bench assembly, drafting, plumbing, masonary, 
medical service (see photo), etc. 

It is expected that most students will not only receive an 
awareness of various occupations but also the ability to make 
sensible, individual decisions relating to a program of study 
either at the secondary or post-secondary which will provide 
viable job skills. 

REGISTRATION 
OF NEW STUDENTS 

All elementary principals will be in their offices on 
August 30, 31. and September 1, and 2 for registration of 
new students. Time 9:00 a.m. to 12:00 a.m. and 1:00 p.m. 
to 3:00 p.m. Offices at the Agawam Middle School 
grades 6 and 7), the Agawam Junior High School (grades 
8 and 9), and the Agawam High School (grades 10, 11 and 
12 ) are open during the summer months and new students 
at this level should register as soon as possible. 

Principals in the secondary schools — Agawam Middle 
School. Agawam Junior High School, and Agawam High 
School will be available August 30 and 31st, as well as, 
September 1st and 2nd (time as above stated). Guidance 
personnel in these schools will also be in their offices for 
conferences during this period. Senior High School per¬ 
sonnel are available on Friday. September 3. 

Entrance Age 

September 1976 — A child will be admitted to 
kindergarten in September 1976 if he is 5 years of age 
prior to January 1. 1977. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 
CHAPTER 766 

This program continues to provide for individulized 
educational plans designed to give special needs students the 
opportunity to become successful school citizens. 

Chapter 766, implemented in September 1974 mandates 
that each school system identify children between the ages of 
3 and 21 who have a substantial disability (emotional, mental, 
physical or learning) and to evaluate those needs on an in¬ 
dividual, flexible, non-discriminating basis. 

The School System has designed some 406 educational 
plans which best meets the needs of these students as deter¬ 
mined by an intermediate or a full core evaluation. 

Three criteria must be met in outlining educational objec¬ 
tives specified in each plan: 

1. they must be developmentally rational 

2. they must be consistent with parental priorities 

3. they must relate to the students movement toward a less 
restrictive setting 

Therefore, each plan is periodically reviewed and modified as 
the need arises. 

There are eleven (11) program options, stated within the 
law, which allow for greater flexibility in accomplishing this 
goal. Services are provided at all levels: Preschool (3 — 4 yr„ 
olds), Elementary (K—50. Middle School(6—7), Junior High 
— 9), and Senior High (10 — 12). Additional programs in the 
following areas are available when specified in the education 
plan; motor development, speech, hearing and language, 
visually handicapped, hospital and home tutoring, pre- 
vocational options. The motor development program also 
provides services to 147 other children who do not come under 
Chapter 766 but who would benefit from a program of 
systematic exercises, skills and motor activities designed to 
improve coordination, to further adaptability and self- 
reliance in the classroom and to enchance self-image through 
seccessful experiences. 

The School System is also responsible for fifty-five (55) 
students who are attending day or residential school 
programs outside of the Town of Agawam. 

Home/School Counselors, Westfield Mental Health Clinic, 
Department of Youth Services and SPAN Center provide sup¬ 
port services as requested.

One final component, a dedicated staff of both regular 
classroom teachers and special education teachers with sup¬ 
port from the administrative staff enables the Town of 
Agawam to meet the goals and objectives of the special 
education program which allows each child to grow and 
achieve at his or her level to gain independence and self- 
reliance, and to return to the mainstream of the school socie¬

CHAPTER 622 

Chapter 622 

Parents of all school children will be interested in the 
progress of Chapter 622 of the General Laws which prohibits 
discrimination in the public schools of the Commonwealth. 
The law states: 

No child shall be excluded from or discriminated against 
in admission to a public school of any town, or in obtaining 
the advantages, privileges or courses of study of such 
public school on account of race, color, sex, religion or 
national origin. 

The State Board of Education has recently developed 
Recommendations to school districts to assist school ad¬ 
ministrators in implementing and complying with Chapter 
622. The recommendations are addressed to five areas of 
school activities: school admissions, admission to courses of 
study, guidance, course content and extra-curricular and 
athletic activities. In addition, a section entitle “active ef¬ 
forts” outlines recommended steps for school administrators 
to follow to comply with the law. 

Parents and students should be aware that all students are 
entitled to equal treatment, advantages and access to schools 
and school programs withthis law. For further information 
about this law or if you feel a student has been denied an 
equal access to opportunities in the school district, contact 
your local principal, school superintendent or the regional of¬ 
fice of the Massachusetts Department of Education in your 
area. 


TITLE IX 

Title IX is the portion of the Education Amendments of 
1972 which prohibits sex discrimination in federally-assisted 
education programs. Specifically, Title IX states: 

“No person in the United States shall, on the basis of sex, 
be excluded from participation in, be denied the benefits 
of, or be subjected to discrimination under any education 
program or activity receiving federal financial 
assistance.” 

The governing regulations cover all aspects of sex dis¬ 
crimination in schools with regards to admissions, treat¬ 
ment of students and employment.

INSURANCE 

Student Insurance is again 
being made available to all 
students. The School Com¬ 
mittee provides insurance to 
cover all students while tak¬ 
ing part in Interscholastic 
Athletics. It is .the family’s 
responsibility to provide 
whatever other insurance is 
desired and a plan in being 
offered to make this possible. 

For $2.25 a student may 
purchase insurance covering 
a period of going to school, at 
school and going from school 
each day. 24 hour coverage is 
also available at a cost of 
$18.00 per student. 

The reason that this in¬ 
surance is available at such a 
low cost is that it is non¬ 
duplicating insurance. Non¬ 
duplicating means that other 
insurance owned by the fami¬ 
ly, for example Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield, must be used 
first. If other-insurance does 
not cover the complete cost 
or any part of the cost, then 
the school insurance plan 
would take over. By filing a 
claim through the ap¬ 
propriate school, a parent 
may be reimbursed for any 
insured loss. 

Athletic insurance is also 
non-duplicating. A parent 
may not collect from more 
than one insurance company 
for the same incident. 

A policy description will be 
sent to each student’s home 
early in the school year.

The Lower Pioneer Valley 
Educational Collaborative, 
serving Agawam, East 
Longmeadow, Hampden- 
Wilbraham, Longmeadow, 
Southwick, and West 
Springfield, will commence 
its second year of program¬ 
ing this September with ex¬ 
panded offerings. Programs 
in metal machining and data 
processing were completed 
"this past year through a con- 
tract with Springfield 
Technical Community 
College. The metal machin¬ 
ing program will be con¬ 
tinued at STCC this coming 
year. The data processing 
program will be offered at 
Agawam in September. 

Other occupational 
programs that will be offered 
by the Collaborative in 
member schools this fall are 
nursing aides and graphic 
arts at West Springfield, 
nursery school program at 
Agawam, food services at 
Southwick and Minnechaug 
and T.V. Technology at 
Longmeadow. An automotive 
program is also scheduled at 
a private automotive school 
on a contractual basis. 
Academic education will be 


provided in the morning in 
the home school and 
transportation will be provid¬ 
ed to the three hour afternoon 
laboratory if it is in another 
school. Many of the above 
programs still have a few 
spaces available for 
September. Interested 
students should contact their 
high school office during the 
summer if they are in¬ 
terested in pursuing one of 
these programs. 

Expansion of the 
Collaborative this year ex¬ 
tends into the special educa¬ 
tion field. One program will 
be established this year for 
moderately disabled 
students, as well as coordina¬ 
tion with local students in 
state institutions. The 
Collaborative will also be 
conducting needs 

assessments next year in 
special education to deter¬ 
mine low incident problems 
in order to make future 
programing more cost effec¬ 
tive. 

The Collaborative 
programs for next year will 
receive federal and state 
funds in excess of $130,000, 
which will make up over half 
of the Collaborative’s budget.

ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA FOR FREE AND 
REDUCED PRICE MEALS AND FREE MILK 


The Agawam Public Schools today announced a free 
milk and free meal and reduced price meal policy for 
school children unable to pay the full price of milk and 
meals served in schools under the National School Lunch, 
and Special Milk Program. Local school officials have 
adopted the following family size-income criteria for use 
in determining eligibility.

Children from families whose income is at or below 


those shown are eligible for milk and meals free or at 
reduced prices. In addition, families not meeting this 
criteria but with other special hardship conditions due to 
unusually high medical expenses, shelter costs in excess 
of 30 percent of income, special education expenses due to 
the mental or physical condition of a child, and disaster or 
casualty losses are urged to apply. Further, children hav¬ 
ing parents or guardians who become unemployed are 
elegible for free or reduced price meals or for free milk 
during the period of unemployment, provided that the loss 
of income causes the family income during the period of 
unemployment to be within the eligibility criteria. Should 
your income or family size change, contact the approving 
official. 

School officials may for cause verify the information on 
the application, and that deliberate misrepresentation of 
the information may subject the applicant to prosecution 
under applicable State and Federal criminal statutes. 

Parents should clearly understand that every meal 
served in schools is subsidized to a greater or lesser 
degree by State-Federal reimbursements. Those lunches 
served at full price are subsidized as well as those served 
free or reduced. Therefore, there should be no reluctance 
to apply for either a free or reduced price meal. If your 
family size, and gross income is with the “Income 
Eligibility Criteria” for free or reduced price meals, we 
urge you and all eligible parents to fill out the application. 
The intent of these programs is to improve the nutrition 
of all children. 

They may do so by filling in the application forms sent 
home with a letter to parents. The information provided 
on the application will be confidential and will be used 
only for the purpose of determining eligibility. 
Applications may be submitted any time during the 
school year. In certain cases foster children are eligible 
for free milk and free meals or reduced price meals 
regardless of your family income. If you have such 
children living with you and wish to apply for such milks 
and meals for them, please file a separate application for 
each child, and indicate amount of State support only as 
income. 

Under the provision of the policy the Principal will 
review all applications and determine eligibility. If a 
parent is dissatisfied with the ruling of the offical, he mav 
wish to discuss the decision with the approving official on 
an informal basis or make a request either orally or in 
writing for a hearing to appeal the decision to James H.

Hearing procedures are outlined in the policy and a 
complete copy of the policy is on file in the office of the 
superintendent of schools where it may be reviewed by 
any interested party. 

The policy also provides that there will be no overt 
identification and/or discrimination against any child 
because of his race, sex, color, national origin, in the 
operation of the child feeding programs.
